I. Claims 1-6, 48-59 and 71-75, drawn to a method and system for providing 
private air travel to a customer comprising establishing a pool, obtaining 
requests with parameters, selecting from the pool and matching the 
request in accordance with the parameters, classified in class 705, 
subclass 5. 

II. Claims 7-20, drawn to a travel card, comprising a first and second face 
classified in class 705 subclass 1 . 

III. Claims 21-32, drawn to a graphical user interface with a request module, 
selection module, and payment module, classified in class 705, subclass 
1. 

IV. Claims 33-37, drawn to drawn to a graphical user interface comprising a 
search module and a tracking module, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

V. Claims 60-70, drawn to a program code for providing a database for 
receiving and storing data provided via a satellite dish, classified in class 
705, subclass 1. 

VI. Claims 76-83, drawn to a method of providing travel services comprising 
providing a pre-purchase allotment of travel and debiting the value of the 
travel service, classified in class 705, subclass 1.
